In 1879, the first election un- 
der the present Constitution, George C. 
Perkins carried the State for the Re- 
publicans, and in tnrn will be succeeded 
'by General Stoueman, Democrat.

Solaris the situation «nd, t(uol«B the 
law relating to the official o&Avafcs when 
it Bays the several Boards of- County 
Commissioners in the] State have can- 
vassed the returns from the election in 
their respective counties, and, if the law 
has been complied witft, tW» Clerks' off 
the several Boards have transmitted 
copies of the official retttrflB by moil, 
express or special niffsseilgM to the Sec- 
retary of State at Carson. On the.third 
Monday of December, which this year 
will fall on the 18th of that tnonth, the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court and 
the Associate Justices or a majority 
thereof, shall meet at the office of the 
Secretary of State, and shall open and 
oafivass the vote for member Of Con- 
gress, district and State officers; and 
the Governor shall grant a certificate of 
election to and commission the persons 
haying the highest number of votes, and 
shall also issue proclamation declaring 
the election of such persons. 


In 1880 the -votes of two counties for 


President were thrown out, or rather 
not counted, because the Clerks of those 
counties failed to forward the returns to 
the Secretary of State within the time 
prescribed law.

tures a mouth. It is believed they pay 
for postage stamps, not only more than 
any other firm in this country, but more 
than any other house in the world at 
large. 


During the your 1879 they paid for 


postage stamps over eighty-seven thou- 
sand dollars. During the year 1880 
they paid for postage stamps over one 
hundred and twenty-two thousand dol- 
lars, while for the year 1881 their post- 
age bill amounted to over one hundred 
und faity-Jour thousand dollars. 
Thus 


it will be seen that Messrs, Stiusou & 
Co. pay the two hundred and fiftieth 
part of all postage collected by the 
United States Government, and it 
should be remembered that we live in 
a country having nearly fifty thousand 
postoffices and over ten thuusandanews- 
papers 
und peiiodical publications. 


While such sums are paid for postage, 
the fact should not be lost sight of that 
only the smaller packages are.seut by 
mail, all large orders being sent by ex 
press and freight. 


Their trade extends all over the civil- 


ized world, though, of coarse, America 
comes in for the lion's share. Messrs. 
Stinson & Co. ore not behind the times 
in properly understanding the great 
power of the judicious use of printer's 
ink, and, in this Connection, we wish 
to state that in less than a dozen years 
past they have expended in newspaper 
advertising over three hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars. 


Enterprise, industry and good judge- 


ment, will accomplish great; things, and 
ia the Sources of this great ajtt publiah- 
ing ibwa we have A forcible example of 
that fact, and now they may, we feel 
sttrt.fanrly claim-to itnnd ai the head 
ot the art publishing business in ,thia 
country.

Stinson & Co. ( All are very fine works 
or high art, and do credit to the pub- 
lishers. 
These engravings ard very 


large thirty by forty- inches each; the 
original paintings, and the steel plates,' 
cost thirty-three thousand dollars. The 
engravings are told at $15 00 per copy. 
To engrave a single plate of this size 
and description of workniansnip, re- 
quires tho labor of a most skillful artist 
from one to two years, and often long- 
er. These elegant engravings ace en- 
titled "Sing Birdie, Sing", "Remeu- 
bramoe," "The Bather's Attendant," 
"The Garden Gate." 


It is believed, and generally conceded 


that these engravings make! up the fln«st 
and most elegant set of works of high 
art ever brought|out byjJAmerican pub- 
lishers. American homes should be 
made beautiful by refined works of art, 
and prices for really good and meritor- 
ious pictures are now so low that there 
csn be no excuse for the walls to remain 
gloomy, unadorned, 
and 
cheerless. 


American homes should be made beau- 
tiful, and the tendency of this will be to 
make more refined and beautiful the 
lives of all dwellers therein. 


How Hbull the American Savage 


be Civilized. 


Geoige 8. Wilson in the November 


Atlantic says: "Look at it as we may, 
we have among us so many savages who 
are incapable of self-support. We shall 
soon have all their lands that are of 
value, and we haVe already destroyed 
nearly all their ganve. We have taken 
away their native means of support, and 
we have not instructed them sufficiently 
in the arts and economies of onr life to 
enable them to earn their own living by 
the sweat of their toow, however will- 
ing they might be to do so. 


One of three courses is open to us: 


(1.) To raise an army of 100,000 men 
and literally exterminate the savages. 
This would be the most effective and at 
the same time vastly the most economi- 
cal solution of the problem. (2.) To 
let them alone, taking care to protect 
our frontier settlements against them as 
best we could, which would be but in- 
differently, and in course of time they 
would perish from the earth. In tho 
mean time they would be vagabonds 
and bandits, and a hindrance to onr 
progress. The lead required to shoot 
them would cost more than bread to 
feed them, 
(3.) To accept them as de- 


pendents of tho govorirmeut, justly en- 
titled to Us care and piotection. The 
last is the only course oui sense of duty 
and humanity could for a moment en- 
tertain. 


The question is how to care for them. 


So far, our policy has been to induce 
them to take bread in hen of blood, and 
when the reign of peace has lasted from 
one annual appropriation to another, 
wo have congratulated ourselves, nud 
been content to begin another year just 
where the old one was begun 
We have 


bought peace by tho month, to have it 
delivered to us by the day. Nothing 
has been gained; no security for the 
future, no decrease in the number of 
mouths to feed. It is not only the fault 
of this hand to mouth policy that it 
costs money, and will continue to do so 
in an increasing ratio for an indefinite 
time. It has not secured, nor will it 
ever secure peace. It has not civilized, 
nor will it ever civilize, a single Indian. 


An Indian's life is a nomadic; his oc- 


cupations centre in the scenes of blood. 
He is a braggart, and the burden of* his 
boasts is his deeds of daring. The 
youth listen to the old recounting the 
glorious memories of the bloody past; 
their imagination is fired to the highest 
pitch, and they long to prove their 
prowess. To the Indian mind the war- 
rior's life is the only one worth living. 
The old ones who have had enough of 
unsuccessful war, may try to prevent, 
but the youug spirit willjprevnil, and 
murder and plunder commence. This 
is not put forward us the only cause of 
outbreaks, but it is a fruitful etiuHo of 
them. 


No amount of caie and kindly treat- 


ment—save in the presence of actual 
and ample force—can prevent trouble 
with the Indians until they are to a 
great degree converted from their nat- 
ural state. So long as we neglect to 
supplement feeding and clothing by 
organized and vigorous means to"edu- 
cate and civilize the Indian so long 
shall wo have the burden to bear.

From the last reports from the. Co 
missioner of the General Land office, it 
is assumed that fuere is a vast amount 
of stealing of the publio domain carried 
on by persona stigmatized as land pi- 
rates. It is charged editorially by the 
New Yo*k Herald, that to this portion 
of tha country thousands of acres am 
claimed by a mere inclosure of a brush 
fence. Ail this may be, but all this 
land claimed is utilized, It (is not held 
for speculation, but to be occupied by 
ooantless herds of horses and cattle, 
which, next to onr mining interests, 
serve to make np the prosperity of the 
State. It is vastly easier to lay back 
in one of the Atlantic States, for whom 
the government in times past has appro- 
priated more money for harbor improve- 
ments than all the publio domain is 
wortb, to whin* at every opportunity 
for the aggrandizement, of western men, 
and deprecate every donation of land 
made to public purposes in the west. 
We know our own wants and necessi- 
ties, We know that when we purohas* 
a tract of grortiidinany an worthless 
acre has to be purchased, and as to the 
Squatter claims, it is a right,. without 
the recognition of which by courts of 
law, large portions o( our State would 
be unsettled, unoccupied, and unculti- 
vated. It is not land grabbers or spec- 
ulators who lay claim to the 'public do- 
main bv this so-called "brush fence" 
title. It is men who Are the pioneers in 
every land — who are never camp follow- 
ers, but those who make the camp for 
others to" follow— men who penetrate 
the wilderness — who turn their steps 
from well beaten trails — men with a few 
paltry dollars, and <v few dozen head of 
cattle — men who subject themselves to 
all the exposures of pioneer life. These 
are the men who, according to the Com- 
missioner of the General Land office, 
and so favoiably commented upon by 
the New York Herald "illegally sur- 
round and inclose thousands of acres." 
Some of the beef over which the Hon- 
orable Commissioner says his morning 
prayers, comes from these brush fence 
enclosures — every railroad between Ne- 
vada and New York find in these vast 
enclosures a source of revenue — every 
consumer of delicious fruit and lover of 
good wine is indebted to these illegal 
owners for the gratifYeution of their ap- 
petites. The Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land office should be ashamed to 
call a squatter a "laud gobbler" and 
"land wolf."
